CHAMBERLAIN’S RECEPTION AT BIRMING- 
HAM UNMARRED BY POLITICS. 


John Bright’s Speech—Tory Inconsistency— 
France’s Retired Warrior—An Interest-

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, March 29.—Chamberlain’s recep- 
tion at Birmingham yesterday was 4 great suc- 
cess, unmarred by any political feeling. There 
is no town in Engiand where party spirit runs 
higher, and this has led during the last two 
years to the estrangement of friends, and 
even relatives. Itis notorious that the rela- 
tions between John Bright and his son, Wil- 
liam Bright, member of Parliament, have 
never been cordial since the latter was elected 
to support Gladstone’s Irish policy. Yester- 
day, however, all classes of men in Birming- 
ham met and did honor to their distinguished 
fellow-townsman, who has so largely 
contributed to make the corporation of 
that city the model of what 
such corporations should be. Londoners, who 
are doomed to have their affairs mismanaged 
by petty, ignorant vestries, look with envy on 
the superior methods of management at Bir- 
mingham. The Gladstonians do not grudge 
Chamberlain his tribute of praise. The Daily 
News says: We thought and still think that 
Salisbury incurred some risk of failure in se- 
lecting for Fishery Commissioner a man who, 
rightly or wrongly, was obnoxious to a large 
number ot American citizens, but from the 
time he sailed we heartily supported him. No- 
body will rejoice more than ourselves if the 
treaty is even ratified.’ Proceeding to 
speak of Ohamberlain’s apparent sur- 
prise at the warmth of the  hospital- 
ity with which he was greeted 
in America, the writer adds: His astonish- 
ment can only beexplained bythe fact that 
it was his first visit to that great and kindred 
community; to a people who are as sentimen- 
tal as they are hardheaded; to Statesmen who 
respect others because they respect them- 
selves.

THE RAILROADS. 


Another Coal Reduction April 1—High Wa- 
ter Scare—Texas Railroad Extensions. 


As far as the interests of the coal consumers 
is concerned, the action of General Freight 
Agent Hibbard in reducing the rate on coal 
was the very best that could have been taken. 
It bas already resulted in a reduction of 1 cent 
in the price of coal and will result in a 
further reduction of one-half of a cent on 


April 1. 

Te was stated on the very best authority to- 
day that another reduction of half a cent 
would be made by the operators to take effect 
on the first of the week and month. Although 
no notice has as yet been given ofthis inten- 
tion the information can de relied 
upon as certain. In all probability a meet- 
ing of the Coal xchange will be 
held to-morrow or next day to decide upon 
the advisability of making an equal reduction 
to consumers. This will make a total reduc- 
tion of IK cents in the price since the new 
rates have been inaugurated and brings the 

rice of coal down to 5 cents 4 

usbel on the east side or 
cents on this side. At this price coal 
is cheaper in St. Louis than at any other large 
city, and while home consumption is practi- 
cally nothing from this time on,yet manufact- 
urers can not fail to feel the benefit of it and 
should be stimulated to greater activity than 
ever. 

The three roads, the Louisville & Nashville, 
Illinois & St. Louis the Chicago 

Alton, which maintain the 
old rates, are to a slen- 
der thread of hope that the proposed 
conference with President McKeen will again 
boost the rate, but there is not the slightest 
chance of this, as Mr. McKeen is in entire sym- 

utuy with Mr. Hibbard. As stated in the 

O8T-DISPATCH, the rate is here tostay. Con- 
tracts are being made on this basis and the 
outside roads will have to reduce their rates 
or close their mines. There has been some 
talk of further cutting, but it is not believed 
that it will be done. 


The High Water Scare. 


The high water is causing considerable dam- 
age and more apprehension in the South, 
Chattanooga, Tenn., is at present cut off fron: 
railroad communication by reason of wash- 


outs around it, and a sectionof the late na- 
tional gathering of General Passenger Agents 
is water bound at that point. Among 
the officiais there is General Passenger 
Agent Townsend of the Missouri Pacific. It is 
expected, however, that trafiic will be re- 
suimed to-day and Mr. Townsend will get 
home to-morrow. 

Some apprehension is felt also with regard 
to the lower Mississippi, particularly at Cairo, 
where the St. Louis, Arkansas & Texas and the 
Iron Mountain have transfer boats.There is yet 
considerable margin, as the rise has amounted 
to 37 feet, and the danger point is above 47 or 
48 feet. There are hopes that the present 
high water will have a chance to run out de- 
fore the Missouri rise comes down. The river 
here was falling to-day. 


The Texas Injunction Suit. 


An official who returned to-day from Kan- 
sas City, where the Texas Traue Association 
met, said that little was done except to adjust 
the Louisville & Nashville rates. With 
reference to the Injunction suit brought in 
Texas against the roads inthe association, he 
said that nothing would come of it, as similar 
attempts had been unsuccessfully made be- 
fore, andthe membership of the Association 
was purely voluntary, andno road could be 
compelled to stay outornotto sign an agree- 
ment. 


Texas Railroad Extensions. 


Within a few days three important exten- 
sions of the St. Louis, Arkansas 4 Texas will 
be completed. One is the extension from 
Commerce to Fort Worth, Tex., an- 
other is the Little Rock extension 
and the third is the Shreveport extension. 
It is expected that all of them will be finished 
within a week atthe latest. The work would 
have been done before this time if the rainy 
and bad weather had not interrupted it se- 
riously,

‘THE FUNERAL OF THE LATE CHIEF JUSTICE 
WAITE AT TOLEDO, o. 


Arrival of the Funeral Train From Washing- 
ton—Supreme Court Judges, Senators and 
Representatives in Attendance — The 
Former Home of the Lamented Chief 
Justice Entirely Draped in Mourning— 
Judge Brewer's Estimate of the Distin- 
guished Jurist. 


TOLEDO, O., March 29.—At 10 o’clock the 
special train bearing the remains of Chief Jus- 
tice Waite rolled into the Pennsylvania Depot, 
the distinguished company of the funeral cor- 
tege alighted, consisting of the committees of 
the Senate and House, Justices of the Supreme 
Court Miller, Harlan, Blatchford, Gray and 
Lamar and others. The casket containing the 
body was removed at once from the 
special car and placed in the hearse 
and the funeral cortege moved up Summit 


street in the following order: Squad of police, 
Toledo Bar Association, Toledo Board of 
Trade, City Council, Mayor and other city 
officials, the body, with guard of honor com- 
pease of the Toledo Cadets, Justices of the 
upreme Court in carriages, Senatorial and 
House Committees, citizens on foot and in 
carriages. 4 

The sad procession moved up Summit to 
Locust streets, thence west to the residence 
of Hon. Richard Waite, a brother of the de- 
ceased, where it was deposited in 
order that Mrs. Waite and the other members 
of the family might obtaina private view. 
The city is thronged with strangers and busi- 
ness is entirely suspended. Flags are floating 
at half-mast and emblems of mourning are 
displayed everywhere. The day is warm, 
clear and bright, qütte an agreeable change 
from the dismal rainy period which bas pre- 
valled all the week. 

DISTINGUISHED MOURNERS. 

The party which accompanied the funeral 
train from Washington consisted of Justices 
Miller, Harlan, Blatenford, Gray and Lamar of 
the United States Supreme Court; J. H. Mc- 
Kinney, Clerk; C. B. Bell, Deputy Clerk; Mar- 
shal J. M. Wright and his Deputy, W. H. 
Reardon; Senators Sherman, Evarts, Allison, 
Gray and George, and Sergeant-at- 
Arms Christy; Representatives Grosvenor, 
— gua’ © Stewart, Cobb, Romeis 
Plumb, ussell and Seney and 
Deput Sergeant-at- Arms Selger. The 
special train bearing Gov. Foraker and 
wife, with the Governor’s staff and about 
forty members of the Legislature, arrived at 
the Pennsylvania depot at 10:45 a. m. The 
Governor and his party were escorted in Car- 
riages tothe Boody Heuse, where they were 
assigned rooms. 

No sooner had Ohio’s Gevernor entered the 
Boody House lobby, than it was the signal for 
an ovation that lasted fully halfan hour. The 
lobby was crowded with visitors and citizens, 
one and all of whom pressed forward to greet 
Gov. Foraker. At last he succeeded in break 
ing away and reached his room. 

EMBLEMS OF MOURNING. 

As the funeral procession moved from the 
depot the street was lined with thousands of 
citizens and visitors. Many were old friends 
of the Chief Justice from all points along the 
Maumee Valley. The committees were placed 
in carriages and the members were all driven 
first to the residence of Mr. Richard Waite at 
the corner of Ontario and Walnut, then 
to the Boody House. Emblems of mourn- 
ing were thrown out by magic. From 
the time the news of the death of Chief 
Justice Waite was flashed here by the wires 
early last Monday morning until late last 
night, the very heavens appeared to shed 
tears for the lUlustrious dead. Not a ray of 
sunshine found its way through the heavy 
clouds which encircled Chief Justice Waite’s 
early home. Whenever an attempt was made 
to throw out black goods and crape the winds 
and the rains played sad havoc with fhe em- 
blems of mourning. The interior of thé public 
buildings and many of the doors were dec- 
orated and draped, and the stars and stripes 
floated, tattered and torn, sorrowfully at half 
mastin the blinding storm. But when the 
sun came out clear and warm and bright with 
the arrival of the funeral car from the East 
this morning, the whole scene changed. 
Summit street was transfigured in one 
hour. It was a line of black from end 
to end. Not a shop, not a store could be 
found wherean attempt had not been made 
to testify to the great sorrow. All the public 
buildings, almost all the private residences, 
were covered with habiliments of woe. Flags 
were fiying in all directions at half mast. 
Everything seemed to 1 Welcome back 
to your early home. We love you still.“ 

AT THE RESIDENCE. 

A tremendous crowd gathered in the vicinity 
of the residence of Hon. Richard Waite and 
awaited the arrival of the funeral cortege. 
The residence is a three-story brick 
house, and stands on the southeast 
corner ot the streets named. The entrance 
was guarded bya squad of policemea who 
kept back the surging crowd of curious peo- 
ple who rudely pressed forward in an attempt 
to observe the entire proceedings. 

FLORAL TRIBUTES. 

The carriages containing the pall-bearers ar- 
rived first, and immediately afterwards the 
hearse was halted in front of the residence 
and the casket was removed and borne into 
the house by a squad of Toledo Cadets, and 
were placed in the north parlor of 
the residence. Upon the casket laid 
the beautiful wreath from Pres- 
ident and Mrs. Cleveland. The room was 
filled with a large number of beaytiful floral 
tributes from many local frien Not the de- 
ceased. Among them was a bank of 
flowers with the letters, „Final De- 
cree.’’ Another, a legal volume, with 
tho word Constitution“ upon its 
floral page. The latter design was from the 
Lucas County Bar Association. Another hand- 
some tribute was from the Chinese Legation in 
Washington, and was one of the most beauti- 
ful in the large number. 

VIEWING THE REMAINS. 

After the casket was placed in the parlor 
the pall-bearers, cadets andall others retired 
and the doors were closed and guarded by 
Messrs. Brook and Henry,twocolored serv- 
ants ef the late Chief Justice, who came on 
from Washington with the train this morning, 
and were driven tothe residence in advance 
of the procession. Surrounding the casket 
which enclosed the remains were palms and 
flowers. On top of the coffin was a handsome 
wreath of roses, lilies and rare exotics. 
The remains ware 8 viewed by Mrs. 
Waite and other members of the family, and 
at 12:30 were removed to the Guild Rooms of 
Trinity Church. It being the earnest desire 
of Mrs. Waite and the family that there should 
be no unnecessary display, the ceremonies of 
the day are as simple asitis possible to make 
them. The casket was carried by a select 
squad of the Toledo Cadets, and they and the 
pall-bearers made up the simple procession to 
the Guild Rooms, where the body was to lie in 


state. 
MOURNING CITIZENS. 

The casket was placed on a catafalque 
draped in black in the center of a large hall, 
and shortly after 1 o’clock the lid 
was removed and the face of the dead 
exposed to view. The feature were a trifie 

inched in appearance, but wore the same 

enignant expression which was their chief 
characteristic in life. At the foot of the cas- 
ket was a wreath of flowers and 
about were grouped many floral emblems 
presented by friends. The room was 228 
dressed in black and a fine portrait ot the dea 
Chief Justice, which hangs on the wall, also 
bore appropriate mourning emblems. 

Shortly afterward the doors were opened to 
admit the enormous throng of friends and 
citizens whieh packed the adjacent street. 
The Oadets were on duty to main- 
tain proper order aud to keep the line mov- 
ing as rapidly as circumstances will permit. 
The line of spectators pussed in at one door, 
through the ball past the right 
of the casket and thence through another door 
and into the street. So dense was the throng 
of people eager to take a last look at the re- 
vered dead that it was impossible at times for 
the street cars to force a passage. 

THOUSANDS DISAPPOINTED. 

The doors were closed at 2:66, and many 
thousands were disappointed in obtaining a 
view of the remains. The casket was 
then closed and removed to the chancel 
of the church adjoining. The chancel pulpit 
and stalis for the choirsters were heavil 
draped in black. The lectern bore a magnifi- 
cent 8 of By oe! sent ; — 
Washington. 6 pulp rea Segre 
of Bermuda lilies. At the left of the pulpit 
was a bank of flowers with the motto *‘Final 
Degree,’’ which was sent by the 
surviving members of the Supreme Court. 
The tamily pew of the Waites, which he 
occupied for so many years, was beautifully 
decorated wilh ealla lilies and draped in 
black. It was set apart for the use of the 
mourners during the funeral services.

Hoffman, I1 naturally feel his death more 
deeply than any other member of the 
Court,, for he was my father-in-law, and 
to bim I am almost entirely indebted for what- 
ever success I have achieved in the profession. 
It is proper also to testify tothe regret with 
which the Court has learned of the death of 
ex-Gov. Dorsheimer, and the clerk will make 
a suitable minute of that event.’’ 

Inthe Superior Court Judge O’Gorman pro- 
nounced a eulogy upon Chief-Justice Waite. 


HOW GINNOORIO WAS KILLED. 


The Story ofthe Fight as Told in the Crimi- 
nal Court To-Day. 


The case of Martin H. Boyle, charged with 
murder in the second degree, is run- 
ning in Judge Normile’s Court to- 
day. After the challenges had been made 
and the twelve jurors to try 
the case selected out of the panel, Dr. F. J. 
Lutz, who made the post-mortem examina- 
tion on the body of Dominick Ginnochio, the 
murdered saloon keeper, testified to the 


character of the wound and the 
cause of death. Dominick Bacciga- 
lupo, a brother-in-law of the deceased 
and a business partner of his, testified to 
seeing him on Februa 24, just atter he had 
been injured, and to being with him when he 
died on March 3. 

John F. Cox, an eye-witness tothe killing, 
said that he was standing in Ginnochio’s 
saloon, Fourteenth and Pine streets, 
on the night of the murder with 
Michael Kavanaugh, Ginnochio, who 
was behind the bar, and an old man whose 
name he did not know. All were sober except 
the old man, who appeared to have been 
drinking much. In discussing religion with 
the defendant the old man became 
biasphemous. The witness told him he was too 
old a man to be talking in tuch a manner 
and the old man retorted: *‘— — 
you are an Irish Catholic!’’ Just then the d 
fendant entered. He was alone. The remark 
of the old man had been heard by him, and he 
said: ‘‘l aman Irish Catholic, too, and Iwould 
like to know what you have against Irish 
Catholics?’’ The witness told him the remark 
was notintended for him, and to mind his 
own business and not interfere in the affairs 
of others. Boyle seemed angry and called 
‘the witness a No 
reply was made witness, 
and Boyle subsided, He com- 
menced again later, though, and Domiuick 
said: ‘‘Yes, be isacrippie, but Iam not, and 
you cannot call him one in my house. Now 
you get out of here. After some words, Boyle 
left. When he got outside he 
cursed Ginnochio, and the latter went 
to the door and yelled to him, as he 
was going up the street not to ever come back 
again tothe saloon. Twenty minutes later he 
was heard outside the saloon muttering. Gin- 
nochio went out, and as he opened the door 
Boyle struck him in the head with a huge stone. 
After striking the blow he ran. Ginnochio 
went to the Four Courts and then to the Oit 
Dispensary. Here his injury was examine 
and pronounced dangerous, he having sus- 
tained a fracture oftheskull. He was placed 
in a cab and taken home by Cox, dying of his 
injuries on March 8. He never spoke after 
entering the vehicle, losing consciousness. 

Cox’s cross examination had not been coh- 
cluded when a recess for dinner was taken at 
20’clock. He was again placed on the stand 
at2o’clock. After him, Michael Kavanagh, 
another eye-witness, was placed on the stand, 
and is now giving his testimony. Walter Gra- 
ham, who captured Boyle, will follow him,

DRUG STORE DRINKING. 


St. Louis Apothecaries Stirred Up by the 
Local Option Law. 


The decision of Judges of the Third 
Judicial Districts of Missouri to the 
effect that under the Wood local 
option law a druggist cannot sell any 
intoxicant except pure alcohol, noteven in a 
physician’s prescription, bas excited the drug- 
gists considerably, and the local option was 
the subject of considerable discussion infor- 
mally at the meeting of the St. Louls Apothe- 


caries’ Association. Although Judge Ryland 
of Marshall has decided directly contrary to 
Judge Hughes, the druggists feel that the 

ossibility of an unfavorable construction 
Anally being put upon the law by the Supreme 
Court is serious enough to engage their at- 
tention. The consensus of opinion of the 
pharmacists was that a petition should be cir- 
culated by the druggists at once, the purpose 
of which should be to induce the Legislature 
to declare the scope of the law. 

THE DRUGGISTS’ ATTITUDD. 

Dr. James, editor of the National Druggist, 
said to-day: ‘‘The law that would prevent the 
druggists from selling liquor on prescriptions 
is one that we ought to be alive to. There is 
never a day that I do not prescribe spirits ru - 
menti several times and other physicians will 
say the same. What we druggists want is an 
early expression of the scope of the law, and I 
favor such a petition as was spoken of yester- 
day.“ 

"Has any organization been formed by the 
local druggists to fight local option because 
of this uncertain attitude toward druggists?’’ 

„It there is I have not heard of any, and I 
don't think there is any intention of doing 
30 

Would not the closing of the saloons lead 
to an merease in the druggists’ trade from 
men who, having been in the habitof bracing 
up on a saloon drink, would ge to a drug store 
for a scientific concoction?’’ 

It might, but the druggists do not want it. 
A legitimate druggist does not want anything 
to do with tippling; they prefer to have noth- 
ing to do with it. The druggist who does that 
kind of business runs down at once. I knew 
of a drug store in this city, once the most 
accurate and prominent, that ran down to 
nothing, because it fell into the business 
of furnishing liquor tonics, ‘brace-ups,’ 
etc. In lowa the druggists are petitioning the 
law-makers totake the handling of alcoholic 
and malt liquors out oftheir hands entirely 
and placing it with County Commissioners. I 
presume such a sentiment is widespread in 
the fraternity. 

ATTORNEY-GENERAL BOONE, 

having had his opinion solicited by the drue- 
gists as to the meaning of the prohibitor 
section of the Wood law, has replied 
as follows: This section is general in its 
scope and clear and explicit in its meaning. 
It is not only inconsistent with any prior stat- 
ute authorizing the sale of intoxicants, but it 
forbids their sale, gift or barter in any manner 
or quantity whatever. The sale of intoxicating 
liquors Dy druggists is one of the modes au- 
thorized by the general law, acts 1883, page 89. 
Unless, therefore, the local option law con- 

ins provisions limiting tne effect of section 

no authority whatever for the sale of intox1- 
cating liquors by any person will exist in a 
county, city or town where such law has been 
adopted. However, section 8 of the local 
optien act provides: ‘That nothing in this 
act shall be so construed as to prevent the sale 
of wine for sacramental purposes, nor shall 
anything herein contained prevent licensed 
druggists or pharmacists from furnishing pure 
alcohol for medicinal, art, scientific and me- 
chanical purposes.’ Theeffectof this provis- 
ion is to permit the sale of wine for sacramen- 
tal purposes by any person, and to authorize 
druggists to sell pure alcohol for medicinal, art. 
scientific and mechanical purposes. There is 
nothing in the section making a prescription 
a prerequisite to the authority of druggists to 
sell alcohol. I am therefore of the opinion 
that such prescriptions are not necessary. 

From this it appears that he takes the same 
grounds as Judge Hughes.

The Conflict Between the New Gas Company 
and the Investigation Committee Results 
in the Death of Both Pieces of Legisia- 
tion—The Steam Railroad to Forest Park 
—~Muricipal Matters. 


On the Ast prox. bids will be received at the 
City Hall for $1,559,000 worth of renewal bonds 
of the City of St. Louis. Bids will also be re- 
ceived at the National Bank of Commerce in 
New York City until 120’clock Aprill18s. The 
offers received in New York will be forwarded 
to the Mayor’s office before the hour set 
for the award. Bids must be accom- 
panied by a deposit of cash or certified 
check payable to the order of the Comptroller 
equal to 5 pen cent of the amount in bonds bid 
for, as earnest money. The issue is described 
in the agreement as follows: 


Said bonds will be dated April 10, 1888, and 
will each be of the denomination of &, 
United States gold coin, or £200 sterling, pay- 
able twenty (20) years after their date, and 
will bear interest m their date at the rate of 
four (4) per cent per annum.

A Fight Over a Bill. 


The advocates of the St. Louls Gas Econ- 
omizer Cqmpany’s bill and the members of 
the Council and House who supported the 


resolution calling for an investigation of the 
gas problem are at war. The continuation 
during the adjournment of the investigation 
into the practicability of the city undertaking 
to manufacture gas meant the positive defeat 
of the bill granting a franchise to a new com- 
pany. The resolution was defeated on Tues- 
day night, and last night the resolu- 
tion was killed — by dispos- 
ing of the reconsideration proceedings. 
Mr. Stone moved to reconsider the vote by 
which the House failed to concur in the reso- 
lution relative to continuing the Special Com- 
mittee on Gas Investigation into the next ses- 
sion. Mr. Mohan moved to lay the motion on 
the table, which was ordered by the following 
vote: Ayes, Messrs. Cossman, Gartenbach, 
Guion, Hays, Huber, Keenan, Mohan, Nolan, 
Spelbrink, Sullivan, Wand, Waters, Weinel 
and Weisenburger. 

Delegate Hays opposed the new gas com- 
pany’s bill and also opposed the continuation 
of the committee. He was consequently not 
prompted by the same motives which guided 
other members of the bouse in killing off the 
Young investgation. To-day he stated that he 
voted against the continuance of the commit- 
tee, because the Assembly is now 
awaiting the report of one Gas 
vestigation Committee and that 
first point to be settled 
the question of legal positions of the com- 
panies now in the feld. This, in his 
opinion, can best be ascertained by a resolu- 
tion adopted in the Assembly accurately 
designating the points to be settled by the 
City Counselor. The friends of the new 
company are charged with having defeated 
the investigation. Chairman Duross of the 
Public Improvement Committee says that, 
regardless of the disposition of the investiga- 
tion, a bill bringing into existence a new gas 
company is of too much importance to spring 
upon the Assembly at the close of its session.

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BLESSING THE OILS AT ST. JOHN’S CHURCH 
TO-DAY. 


An Important Service of Holy Week—Arch- 
bishop Kenrick Washes the Orphans’ 
Feet—The Ceremony and Priests Partici- 
pating—Maundy Thursday and Its Ob- 


servances. 


While the city was just shaking itself this 
morning like @ lazy leviathan before getting 
up, an interesting ceremony was going on in 
8t. Jonn’s Catholic Church. Persons passing 
the corner of Sixteenth and Chestnut. streets, 
at the early hour of 6, might have seen an old 
man entering the dark and gloomy 
recesses of the church, acarcely 
yet touched by the dawn’s faint light. 
They would have wondered that such a vener- 
able person should leave his house to worship 
so early in the chill morning air. They would 
have wondered more if they had known that 
the aged person was none other than Arch- 
bishop Kenrick, who at the age of 
8 was about to perform the an- 
nual ceremony of biessing the . oils. 
Consecrated oils are essential to Catholic 
worship. Olls have such a prominent part in 
the various offices of the church that they 
must needs be biessed. There is nothing more 
important to the devout than to be anointed 
when in danger of death; butsuch anointing 
must be done only with consecrated oils. So 
it is in baptism, the ceremony would lose 
much of its efficacy if the olle used in 
the anonting then had not received the 
formal benediction before Easter. The 
chrism, that mixture of oll of olives and bal- 
sam, would not rest well on the head anointed 
after the sacrament by ablution ifit too had 
not felt above it the breath of holy consecra- 
tion. 

It was to give this sacred characterto the 
olls that Archbishop Kenrick was out sojearly. 
Considerable annoyance might be incurred by 
delay as the oils are for use on Holy 
Saturday, day after to-morrow, and it takes 


some time for the priests to get them. To-day 
and to-morrow Father Hennessy, the rector of 
St. John’s, will be busy distributing the oils 
to the various clerical callers, of whom he ex- 
2 at least one hundred and fifty to visit

There was little time lost in preliminaries. 
The Archbishop donned the pallium, which 
he uses only on the most solemn occasions, 
and the oils were brought into the sanctuary. 
Then the ceremony, so simple yet so solemn, 
was gone through. On the table at the gospel 
side of the altar were the pontificale and two 
wax candles. Atthe pater noster His Grace 
took his seat at thia table. The 
vase containing the ‘‘oilof the sick.“ that 
used in the extreme unction, was brought to 
the Archbishop by two priests, and the ven- 
erable head of the diocese blessed it by 
breathing upon it, the clergy also exhaling 
upon it. Before breathing upon it the Arch- 
bishop exorcised the oil. After the vase had 
been removed His Grace washed his hands. 
The ceremony being attended with. 
low mass, tha Archbishop proceded 
with the mass till the past 
communion, when he again took his seat at 
the table and sanctified the chrism and the oil 
of catechumens. This done the mass was con- 
cluded and the company departed from the 
church. In, the service the Archbishop offici- 
ated as celebrant, Bishop Janssen as arch- 
deacon, and Fathers Hennessy, Tihen and May 
as assistants, representing respectively the 

riests, the deacons and the sub-deacons. 

he service was private, only the priests men- 
tioned being present. 
THE FOOT-WASHING. 

This afternoon a ceremony fully as interest- 
ing was the washing of the feet of the orphans 
at St. John’s Church, the Archbishop per- 
forming this humble religious task. This 
service is in memory and imitation 
of tne Savior’s washing of the 
disciples’ feet. Thirteen little boys 
from St. Joseph's Asylum were selected 
and had places in the sanctuary. Father 
Hennessy sung the gospel after which the 
Archbishop proceeded to each child in turn, 
—— the water over the right foot, a priest, 
father May, holding a bowl beneath. His 
Grace then took atowel and dried the little 
feet in turn and presented each boy with a 
sweet cake which no doubt they wouldn’t 
think of eating, appreciating its value as a 
souvenir of the solemn occasion. 

The services of the day, Maundy Thursday, 
concluded with a tenebrae, at which the Arch- 
bishop presided, sitting on his throne. 

THE MORNING'S MASSES. 

At 8 o’clock a very pretty 
was witnessed in connection with the 
celebration of solemn high mass, at 
which Father Hennessy was celebrant. 
The theme of the day is the last supper, and 
the mass was said in white typifying thank- 
fulness for the gift of divine love. In the high 
mass the kiss of peace is not given to mark the 
feeling of detestation for the treachery of 
Judas. When after thé mass this morning the 
eucharist was removed from the tabernacle, 
a beautiful procession in white bearing 
flowers and sprinkling the interior with 
blossoms was formed to close the service. 
This was about the order of mass at all the 
Catholic Churches. At some the altar decora- 
tions were very beautiful. The aitar at the 
Old Cathedral Church was beautifully gotten 
up. The ditar in the right-hand niche was 
chosen as the repository. On either side 
were large vases of natural flowers 
extending all the way from the floor 
to the top ofthe altar. Over the top of the 
altar was suspended a large hemisphere of 
natural flowers encircled oy a group of. stars 
made with gas lights. The front and face of 
the altar was almost entirely concealed by 
quantities of flowers and lights tastily ar- 
ranged, Within the rail surrounding the altar 
the space had the appearance of a flower gar- 
den being so filled in with fowers and potted 
plants.

CAUSING ALARM. 


The Booming River at Charleston, Mo,— 
Many Acres Submerged. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 
CHARLESTON, Mo., March 29.—Considerable 
uneasiness is manifested just now by farmers 
and others living on grounds subject to over- 
flow. Some are making preparations to move 


on short notice, and others are arranging 
their fences for the flood. The gauge at Bird's 
Point this morning was 45.5 feet, a rise of seyv- 
eral feet in the past twenty-four hours. A 
rise of four feet more will put the river out of 
banks, and arise of seven feet will stop all 
trains.

There is no Missouri law limiting assessment 
to two-thirds or any other fraction of its 
value. The Constitution provides that ‘‘all 
property shall betaxed in proportion to its 
value.“ Accordingly each owner is required 
to return a sworn list of the ‘‘true amount and 
value’’ of his taxable property. If his return 


amount’’ and the ‘‘true value,’’ the Assessor 
and the County Board of Equalization, after 
ascertaining the true amount and true 
value, can assess it at double its 
value. Otherwise it is the duty of the 
Board to see that all property is assessed at its 
true value, and that each owner's is listed and 
assessed equally with the property of others 
according to actual value. Then it is made 
the duty of the State Board to similarly equal- 
ize valuations among the several counties, so 
that property worth $10,000 m any county shall 
not be assessed at $5,000 or iess, when property 
worth $10,000 is assessed at its full value in 
other counties. Butthis duty has never been 
faithfully performed by either County 
Boards or State Boards. The result 
is that property is assessed in some 
counties below one-fourth of its value, 
at one-half in some counties, and at very 
nearly ite true value in others, accerding to 
the local requirement for municipal revenue. 
Thus, some counties pay more and some less 
than their fair shares of State taxes. As prop- 
erty is assessed in St. Louis she pays, and has 
for many years paid, twice as much as her 
fair share of State taxes, twice as much asa 
fair and faithful enforcement of the laws would 
have imposed on her. This d partly her mis- 
fortune, partly her fault and partly the fault 
of avery clumsy and bad revenue system.—

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COsTS BEFORE JUDGE CADY, 


Organized Effort of the St. Louis Dental 
Society to Invalidate the City Ordinance 
Compelling an Annual License—Becog- 
nition Desired of a Calling That Has 
Risen to the Dignity of a Profession—The 
Cases Set for To-Morrew — Fifty-Four 
Dentists to Be Arraigned. 


People having an aching void in the dental 
region of their anatomy are hereby notified to 
proceed after the precedent connecting pa- 
tience with a monument until the adjournment 
of Judge Cady’s court to-morrow morning. 
The timeliness of this advice lies in the con- 
clusion reached by members of the 8t. Louis 
Dental Society to knock out the traditional 
certainty attributed to death and taxes by re- 
fusing to pay the latter so far as 
applies to the license levied against the 
profession by Collector Sexton. In other 
words, no less than fifty-four cases of dentists 
who have neglected to come forward and de- 
posit the first annual $10 per capita required 
under the revised ordinances of the city will 
come up for trial in the Police Court. But 
fifty-four dignified dentists, more or less, have 
solemnly sworn that if good law and justice 
can be made to prevail their profession sball 
not be debased by a classification 
witb blacksmiths and plumbers, aud have to 
this end secured the services of an attorney, 
whowill appear for such of his clients as can 
not afford to forego the time and money that 
are popularly supposed to be largely synony- 
mous where a gold filling is concerned. As a 
matter of fact, a fashionable dentist easy ac- 
cumulates from $20 to $30 in the course of 


that he is willing to fight the pending case 
against him, losing numerous precious bours 


in the operation, goes to show that the war- 
fare to be conducted is wholly a matter of 
principle. 

Collector Sexton, on the other hand, natu- 
rally enough proposes to be in at the funeral, 
whoever may turn out to be the corpse. The 
revised statutes were printed just a 
ago, but along in the autumn the 
collector began to fear that the destists had 
neglected to apply at the library for copies of 
this interesting municipal literature and had 
turned their leisure hours to lighter themes.

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through many exciting scenes. 
preface whatever story I have to tell by saying 
that my name is Louis Stearns, and thatI went 
from my home in Columbus, O., to California 
in 1852, and have ever since been engaged in 
mining, my fleld of activity having extended 
from the Mexican border to far into the Brit- 
ish possessions. I have seen many mining 
excitements, and think I am thoroughly fam- 
iliar with the situation of the mining industry 
in this country atthe present time, and can 
state positively that the present generation 
know nothing at all of what amining boom 
is like. The wildest flurry in the market to-day 
would have been regarded as an insignificant 
matter in the old placer days, from 1849 to 
1857. when every one was wild with excite- 
ment, lived at eontinual high pressure and 
fortunes were made and lost with a rapidity 


compared to which the most kaleidescopic 
changes of the present day are indicative of 
slow conservatism. In the early days 
silver mining was practically unknown 
and gold was very seldom sought 
in the quartz, the placer being 
nearly the only sourcefrom which the pre- 
cious metals were derived. In this business 
scarcely any capital was required, a — and 
cradle, costing not more than $10, being suf - 
ficient in nearly all eases, while in the work- 
ings most expensively conducted, a few hun- 
dred dollars to buy lumber for a flumo 
was all that was needed. This 
state of affairs rendered imposeible 
the formation of large companies, 
and almost equally impossible the engage- 
ment of wage-workers. Whoever sought 
fortune among the guiches had to rely on bis 
own manual labor, and was obliged to face 
many hardships. Inthe ricbest workings no 
one could be certain of making anything at 
all, while in the most unpromising the chance 
of a fortune was continually present. Nothin 

was more uncertain than where gold woul 

be found. For hun@reds of yards the dirt 
would not show colér, while just below a man 
might take out $10 to the pan. Even in bar- 
ren spots a fortune might Iie hidden, and asa 
matter of fag the greatest strikes were made 
in these places. I remember being engaged 
in working on a branch of the American River 
in 1855, when no one in the camp was making 
his salt. Provisions were enormously dear, 
the supply was almost exhausted, and it had 
been determined to give up searching for gold 
and go to more promising fields. But one 
morn! a shout was heard from a workman, 
and the washers, who were scarcely finding 
color in their cradles, went to see what was 
the cause of it. Iwent along and never saw 
a more astonishing sight in my life. The 
stream was very swift, and just above 
the boundary of the man’s claim 
there was a sharp pags caused 
by the presence of three or four large rocks 
In striking his spade at random he had 
brought up nearly a pound of pure gold dust, 
and it was evident that there was more where 
itcame from. Weallturnedin and made a 
little dam, which diverted the stream from 
the place where the gold had been found. 
When the rocks were exposed the 
reason for the scarcity of gold 
in that vicinity became apparent. 
The swift water had carried the gold down 
until it struck the rocks, where an eddy had 
been formed,and the gold deposited. Be- 
tween the rocks it was almost a solid mass of 
gold, shovelfullafter shovelfull being taken 
out, with scarcely a mixture of gravel. About 
$50,000 was the amount that it yielded to the 
fortunate owner of the claim, the 
entire within a space 
not feet square, 
and the ground on all sides being nearly 
totally barren. We keptgat work for weeks, 
encouraged by this pntnomenal find, but 
never met with any success, and finally gave 
up ip despair, convinced that all the pay dirt 
in the stream was collected in that one spot. 
Eddies were always sought for, as there the 
gold was likely to be more plentiful than in 
in other parts, but work in a rocky and 
swift streain was much more uncertain than 
on one where there were no impediments to 
the flow of the water, as, while many rich 
spots were found, the amount of utterly bar- 
ren ground was very large. 

MINING IN THE EARLY DAYS. 

„Gold mining in the early days, Mr. 
Stearns went on to say, ‘‘was attended with 
many hardships. s worked up to our 
knees in water and for months I never 
knew what it was to have dry feet. Then 
when there was a rush to a new camp, and 
the merest rumor was enough to make men 
leave good claims, and go in search of fabu- 
lous wealth, there was always great suffering 
from want of provisions. undreds of men 
would go into a remote 

region, destitute of supplies 
any kind, and the consequence was 
that many came very near starvation. The 
worst instance of this was the famous Fraser 
River excitement. In the fall of 1853, I believe 
it was, reports came frem the Fraser River 
that gold had been found there in unprece- 
dented quantities. A rush for that section at 
once set in. The Fraser River is situ- 
ated in the British possessions, far 
north of the American line, and at that time 
the country was almost uninhabited, and re- 
markably barren. Thousands took passage on 
vessels chartered for the purpose,and for sev- 
eral weeks so great was the desire to reach the 
new Eldorado $500 was paid for berths. At 
least 5,000 nen went north during the months 
of September and October, with few sup- 
plies of any kind, and almost destitute 
of provisions. I chanced to have very little 
money at that time, which very probably 
saved my life, although I regarded it at the 
time as a most serious misfortune. I managed 
to secure a passage in December, when the 
demand for berths had diminished, and ar- 
rived at the month of the Fraser River in 
the latter part of that month. But I never 
got any farther,for there we met the wretched 
remnant of those who had preceded us. I 
never saw a sadder spectacle in my life. The 
washings had proved utterly worthless, pro- 
visions had run out and starvation had set in. 
Few men ever endured such sufferings as the 
unfortunate goldseekers on the, Fraser 
River. The parties who still pos- 
sessed food were subjected to con- 
tinual danger of attack from the bands 
rendered desperate by hunger, who infested 
the river; there was no law, and the deaths 
by violence were of daily occurrence. Priva- 
tion and exposure were even more fatal, and 
of the 5,000 who left California, not one-fifth 
ever returned. The full story of the expedi- 
tion was never known, as only those who 
gave up their work early and made their 
way to the seacoast at once were ever 
heard from, scarcely one of the more 
1 eater searchers for wealth escaplag from 
hat terrible wilderness. Stories of fearful 
privation and dreadful tales of cannibalism 
were current among tbe few settlers and the 
Indians of that region, but the truth was never 
fully known. Of all the disastrous expeditions 
that ever were made in this country, that to 
the Fraser River was by far the worst, and the 
mortality that occurred was larger than that 
of a great battle.

Fifteen years ago 
Cuba furnished five-sixths of the oranges con- 
sumed, they being known as Havana oranges, 
probably because none of them were 
raised in the vicinity of Havana. <A few 
small oranges, known as the 
SICILY AND MESSINA 

oranges, came from the Mediterranean, and 
what were called the ‘‘blood oranges’’ from 
this district became quite fashionable, but as 
a rule all the best fruit comes from Cuba. To- 
day, outside of New York and Boston, a 
Havana orange is never seen, and the Medi- 
terranean are almost as rare. The cause of 
this is to be found not in the decrease of 
the supply, or the deterioration in quality 
of fruit drawn from these sources, but 


in the great improvement that has taken place 
in our American fruit. In large oranges we 
easily lead the world, and every year very 
considerable quantities are shipped to Cuba, 
where they are re ed as a great delicacy. 
Many of the Cuban planters have been ruined 
by being deprived of the American market, 
and the trade of that island has been most 
seriously curtailed by the advance which this 
industry has made in this country. 
JEALOUSY AMONG GROWERS. 

When it comes to making comparisons be- 
tween the different sections of America,’’ Mr. 
Meyer continued, the task is by no means 
easy, and any opinion is certain to arouse 
fierce Koy as the most intense — 
exists. I do not think it can be successfullyide- 
nied that,if variety and excellence of selected 
fruit is taken into consideration, California 
must be assigned the firat place. That State 

roduces the largest oranges grown in 

his country. The Florida men are inclined to 
dispute this, but the specimens they offer as 
standards of comparison with the California 
fruit are not oranges, but shaddocks, a much 
larger but far inferior fruit. The California 
navel, seedless and blood oranges cannot be 
paralleled in either Louisiana or Florida, and 
their best groves bear far more to the acre 
than any in this country, or, in fact, in the 
world. ut when the entire 2 and not 
selected specimens, is taken into con- 
sideration, neither Florida nor Lousiana 
need fear comparison with California. 
The difference between the best 
and poorest fruits in Oalifornia 
is far greater than in the Gulf States, and the 
oranges in the latter region will unquestion- 
ably average higher. The most even develop- 
ment is found in Louisiana, but epicures 
deciare that the flavor of that fruit does not 
equal that of the Florida crop. In the Gulf 
States the oranges have not nearly such thick 
skins as those grown on the Pacific slope, and 
more perfect specimens are found on every 
tree, although the actual number may be con- 
siderably less. 
LOUISIANA’S sum CROP. 

Ons of the greatest factors to be taken into 
consideration, Mr. Meyer went on to say, 
eis the certainty of making a crop every year. 
In this, Louisiana easily holds first place. A 
complete failure of the crop has never been 
known, and the aver is very closely ad- 
hered to every year. 1 isad- 
vantage is the high price of land suitable for 
orange culturé, as compared with the two 
other States. The dispute between California 
and Florida as regards the risk to which 
the crop is subjected ; 3 changes 
in temperature is very erce, each 
State claiming superiority and penis with 
pride to the misfortarnes of itsrival. But 
when everything is taken into consideration 
Ido not think it can be successfully denied 
that the intelligent and experienced planter 
runs less risk in Florida than in Cali 
fornia. Statistics for the last few 
years are by no means an unerring 

uide. The losses in Florida have been very 

eavy, but a great proportion cannot justi 
be ascribed to the ollmate.. Florida has suf- 
fered greatiy in reputation from amateur 
orange-growing. Among Eastern capitalists 
ithas grown to be quite fashionable to own 
orange groves, and thousands of yore a 
tives who have gone to the State for their 
health have gone into planting tes to pro- 
vide occupation for themselves. f course 
these men know nothing of the business 
and are the ready victims of unprinci- 
pled land sharks, with whom, am 
sorry to say, Florida fairly swarms. The very 
greatest care and experience is required in the 
selection of land, as a mistaken choice of a lo- 
cation does not mean a poorgrop but an utter 
failure. Losses drising from This cause should 
not be placed to the debit side of the Fiorida 
account. A few 2 ago there was u frost 
which destroyed 90 per cent of the oranges in 
Florida, but this was an unezampled 
storm, and may not 
for a century. California, 
other hand, is perpetually liable to such a 
disaster. The great mountain wall behind the 
California orange groves may send down chill 
blasts at any time, and five years seldom + 
without a sharp frost late in the season. Such 
a frost is destructive to the entire crop, and 
liability to its occurrence, in my opinion, 
more than counterbalances the many ad- 
vantages of California, and introduce a specu- 
lative element into the orange business of 
— State which does not exist along the

HIS THBILLING ADVENTURE IN THE ICE OF 
LAKE MICHIGAN. 


Struggling for Lt, in the Flee From 7 
©’Cleck in the Morning Until Midnight 
He Is Finally Rescued—Muldeon Throws 
Karkeek—The Clarkson Matter—Sporting 
News aad Notes—Base Ball Gossip. 


CHICAGO, Ill., Maroh 29.—Oapt. Paul Boyton, 
the noted swimmer, had an experience in 
Lake Michigan Tuesday that he thinks he will 
not forget for some time. The Captain has 
grown heavy during the winter, and te reduce 
his flesh has recently been taking little pulis 
out into the lake in his rubber suit. Tues- 
day morning at 7 o’clock he left Fullerton 
avenue foraswim to South Chicago and re- 
turn and met with the most thrilling advent- 
ure of his lte in which he battled for hours 
with a great ice floe, was carried many miles 
out into the lake, stripped of his navigating 
instruments and lost for fifteen hours 
in the cold, bleak waste of 
drifting ice, hanging clouds and 
straggling ducks and gulls. From 7 o’clock in 
the morning until midnight the Captain was 
without food or drink, and the chill of the icy 
waters had driven him to the desperate re- 
sort of hard work all that time to keep up a 
Vigorous circulation, so that he would not 
chill and perish in the lake. At midnight, 
when he was rescued at the crib, his vitality 
was almost gone Stimulants were applied 
and the daring navigator put to bed. 
A telephone message was sent to the po- 
lice that the Captain was saved and by them 
taken to his little family—a wife and son—who 
were distracted by his long absence and sup- 
posed he had perished. Capt. Boyton was in 
bed when a reporter called at his home last 
evening. He was exhausted, the reaction 
from his desperate excitement of the day be- 
fore having made him weak and sick. 

THE CAPTAIN'S STORY. 

„Wen Lentered the water at 7 o’clock,’’ 
the Captain said, there was a fresh west 
wind. Iswam abouttwo miles, intending to 
clear thecrib for a trip to South Chicago. 
Just about the limitof my run east I began 
to meetice. I pushed through it for a time 
and then ran across some floes on to which I 
climbed. Meanwhile a heavy sky had shut 
out all view of the sun and the wind had got 
the ice together. I struggled quite a whil@in 
what I thought was the western border of the 
field and then ran into what I thought was a 
pocket. I pulled through it and came again 
to straggling floes. Imust have fought them 
till 10 o’clock before Imissed my compass. 
When I looked to get my bearings, having 
noticed that the city had faded from view, 
I found the band which bound the 
compass to my body had either been 
severed by a piece of ice or had become 
unbuckled. It was gone. The sun was hid- 
den and there was nothing by which I could 
get my bearings. The water was cold and 1 
had been in itso long I began to get drowsy. 
Chills ran through my veinsin quick succes- 
sion, andI saw I must either pull out for 
somewhere or perish. I looked about and 
saw the field of ice was at my feet—I swim 
feet foremost—and then concluded I had only 
to pull from the ice to reach Chi- 
cago. So 1 started and vigorously too. 
For five hours I worked as I never 
did beiore. The water was heavy and lifeless. 
I had to fight for waren A inchimade. Chicago 
was still nowhere to be seen and I had no no- 
tion of the time of day. Then I changed my 
course about half way round and pulied hard 
fora while. The ice gathered me again and 
when night came I was fighting again for my 
life. Sometimes I could dodge the drift, at 
others I climbed upon the cakes and crossed 
them. When the moon rose I gota flash of a 
view of it and then saw my mistake. I had 
crossed the held in the morning when I 
enteredj what 1 thought was a pocket 
and all the long pull of the day with the ice at 
my feet had driven metoward Michigan. The 
turn 1 had taken had sent me south, I set 
about and pushed for the moon. At 10 
o'clock 

I SAW A FAINT LIGHT 
in the sky, and an hour later perceived it was 
the furnaces at South Chicago. Then I got W 
bearings and sighted the lights atthe crib 
pulled up there at midnight and blew my 
bugle. I must have called a half dozen times 
before an answer come. Then Capt. Mackay 
answered my ~ and I shouted: 

‘* *Orib, ahoy 

we ‘Aye, Who's there?’ 
swered. 

must stay here to-night.’ 

% Pull round to the port.’ 

When I got there they dropped a bit of rope, 
into which I fixed my foot, and then they 
drew up. They gave me refreshments, put 
me to bed and telephoned my wife that I was 
safe. Capt. MacKay says when I ieft the ice 
at 1 it was fully fifteen miles from shore 
and think he is about right, because the 
swim in would take about the time used. I 
have swam greater distances, but that was the 
first time lever was lost, and the battle with 
the ice and cold was a more thrilling episode 
than 1 care to experience again.’’

SUNDAY SPRINKLING. 


THE CONGREGATIONAL MINISTERS’ PRO- 
TEST AGAINST IT. 


Municipal Authorities Petitioned to Avoid 
the Desecration of the Day—Object the 
Pastors Have in Mind—Too Much Sabbath 
Work—Col. Flad Anticipates No Change 
—Councilman Blakely Handles the Clergy 
in Athletic Style—Sprinkling Fills the 


Pews. 


The Congregational preachers, who have & 
pretty good record on local option, went dry 
by a big majority at their Monday meeting in 
the First Congregational Church. They can 
now be classed as the ‘‘driest of the dry.“ 
They took up the matter of street sprinkling 
on Sunday and discussed it very thoroughly. 
The outcome of the debate was that a resolu- 
tion was adopted reciting the amount of labor 
that would be caused by Sunday sprinkling, 
and respeotfully asking the city fathers if 
they could not devise some way to avoid 
sprinkling on the Lord’s day. This 
resolution was presented to the Council last 
night, and referred to the Committee on Pub- 
lic Improvements. 

A PREACHER’S VIEW. 

Rev. R. N. Higgins, who had a large part in 
the discussion, in an interview with a PpsT- 
DISPATCH reporter, said: Our idea in taking 
this action was not to condemn or denounce 
the authorities, but simply to ask them to see 
if it be possible to get along without sprink- 
ling on the Sabbath. Yousee that is simply 
adding more work to the day of rest. We real- 
ize, perhaps, as well as anybody that the laws 
that were given in the patriarchal days 
may not be adaptable in their strictest 


application to the necessities of our modern 
life, but we cannot overlook the fact that the 
line must be drawn somewhere or there will 
soon be no Sabbath left for the workingmen. 
Little by little more work is slipping into the 
day, more and more the day is coming to re- 
semble the other six duys of work and worry. 
In this protest we feel we are standing for the 
best interests of the community.’ 
THE EFFECT ON DRINKING. 

„Would you leave the drives all dusty on 
the Sabbath and by driving dusty-throat 
parthed users of the roads into the saloons, 
increase the consumption of liquors?’’ 

Mr. Higgins laughed and then looked puz- 
zled for a moment. 1 do not think that 
that is the horn of the dilemma to take at 
all. I do not admit that the absence of 
sprinkling would leave the boulevards 
dusty; on the contrary, lam ready to assert 
that as good results would follow late 
sprinkling Saturday night. In fact, I have 
been told by a prominent sprinkling man that 
better results can be secured by a thorough 
wetting from Saturday night late than by one 
sprinkling on Sunday between 10a. m. and 
e says that the water lying all night 
— into the greene and gets a good grip, 
as it were, on the soll, whereas 
in a — ng 7 the day 
the water is at once evaporated by thesun and 
in alittle while the streets are left as dry as 
ever. This man went on tell me that so rapid 
would be the evaporation that one sprinkling 
would by no means answer the purpose and at 
least two would be necessary during Sunday. 
Just think of the amount of work that would 
involve, besides engaging the men at the very 
hour ofchurch service.’’ 

WOULD IT SPOIL THE DAY? 

It the absence of sprinkling should make 
the Sabbath 50 per cent. less enjoyable and 
restfal to those who wish to use the streets, 
would you object to sprinkling?’’ 

‘'That is a hard question to answer because 
it would be quite impossible to get any esti- 
mate along that line of inguiry. But that 
seems to me a begging of the question as long 
as it is not proved that sprinkling late Satur- 
day nights will not answer every purpose 
sought to be accomplished by those who, no 
doubt, are perfectly honest and sincere, 
though misguided, in their efforts to make the 
day more beneficial-’ 

Mr. Higgins’ idea was that the sprinkling is 
to be done after 10 a. m. Sunda He said 
that early sprinkling before o urch time 
would be better, as giving the men a chance 
to attend service, but still the whole thing was 
to be deprecated. 

COL. FLAD’S OPINION. 

Col. Flad, President of the Board of Public 
Improvements, was asked about what atti- 
tude the Board would take. The sprinkling 
is to be done according to the rules of the 
Board approved by Mayor. The first 
rules provided for gang omen afternoon Sun- 
day, but at the % “eo of the 
Mayor, who thought the change -would 
interfere less with worship, the time was 
changed so that sprinkling shall be done be- 
tween 6:30 andl0a.m. We have found in the 
past that sprinkling on Sanday is necessary in 
hot weather. A late heavy sprinkling Satur- 
day night does not prevent the streets from 
getting dusty.’’

The Sabbath is something 
more than a day of religious services, it is a 
day of honest recreation and innocent pleas- 
ure, and this boon is denied without sprink- 
ling. The idea that the Sabbath is too good 
for sprinkling, the best thing we ever got 
SPRINKLING AS A PEW- FILLER. 

But the ministers are blind to their own 
interests. IhopeIknow more about their 
business than ener do about sprink- 
ling. I hope now enough to tell 
them that it is likely that sprinkling 
will bring out an increased attendance at 
their churches. Do any of them have too 
large congregations now? No. Then wh 
are they trying to defeat that whic 
will assist them in filling their 
pews? Can they doubt that people will more 
willingly leave their houses for church when 
they are sure of not baving to breast clouds of 
dust? This r measure is doing its 
religious work as well in that respect as the 
pastors, possibly. So one minister believes 
that Saturday night eprinkling is enough? 
A eprinkling contractor told him, eh? 
Well, why did he go to him? Why didn’t 
he came to the City Hall and find out about 
this before going off in this hasty manner. 
ButlIcannot believe thatthe sensible minis- 
ters agree with any such views as those I have 
heard, and if they do it must be because they 
don’t understand.
